GUES ON; CHINESE 
BEAT OFF ATTACKS 


Japanese Make Terrific On- 


slaughts During After- 
noon and Night; Fail to 
_Dislodge Defenders. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAT, China, Feb. 5 (Fri- 
day).—Guns heavier than any used 
heretofore shook the whole city of 
Shanghai early this morning ag the 
Japanese continued efforts, thus 
far unsuccessful, to blast the Chi- 
nese army out of Chapeli. 

They had the sound of six-inch 


guns. Machine guns, too, appar- | 


ently were in use on an extensive 
line. All the fire was directed at 
the Chinese positions north of the 
city and the Chinese were return- 
ing the attack with field pieces and 
machine guns. 

Fires in Chapei threw a glare 
over the whole northern section, 
and advanced slowly toward the 
International Settlement bounda- 
ries before a stiff, cold north wind. 

The flames destroyed Tse Chih 
College, a Chinese school in the 
Hongkew district, which the Japa- 
nese have occupied. Chinese said 
the Japanese set it afire. At about 
1:39 a. m. two heavy guns fell si- 
lent, but the three-inch artillery 
and machine guns still were firing. 
The Chinese entrenched around the 
ruined North Station were still 
holding on. 

Just before dawn smoke and 
fumes from -burning Chapei e¢n- 
veloped the entire International 
Settlement. The battle had quieted 
down somewhat after 3 a. m. 

Japanese Interference. 

The Municipal Council of the In- 

ternational Settlement asked 


Consular official, to protest to the 
Japanese authorities against what 
it described as the unjustified in- 
terference of Japanese naval forces 
with the civil administration of the 
northern and eastern portions of 
the Settlement. Activities of land- 
ing parties, said the Council, had 
frightened the inhabitants and dis- 
rupted the public services. Police 
had been deprived of their fire-| 
arms and firemen had been ob- 
structed and assaulted in the per- 
formance of their duty. 

A shell screamed over the Inter- 
national Settlement boundary ee 
mght, bursting among a group of 
Chinese buildings within a block of 
the main posteffice. Half a dozen 
Chinese were injured and fire broke 
out. Several houses burned before 
the fire was brought undey control. 
This was the first serio damage 
in the settlement since the artillery 
duel between Chinese and Japanese | 
forces began. 

The Chinese said Japanese war- 
ships ceased firing at 8 o'clock to- 
night with the Chinese still in con- 
trol of the forts. 

‘Afternoon’s Stiff Fighting. 

Chinese troops had withstood a 
terrific attack in the Chapel sec- 
tor in the afternoon, successfully 
beating off the Japanese forces dur- 
ing artillery and machine gun fire, 
and tonight the Chinese still were 
holding their own. | 

The afternoon onslaught by the 
Japanese on the sector was the sec- 
ond of the day, and followed an- 
other heavy shelling of the Chinese 
fort at Woosung, 16 miles down the 
river, by Japanese warships. | 

The Chinese resistance in the 
Chapei sector surprised the Japa- 
nese, who laid detailed plans for a 
new attack with shock troops and 
artillery and aerial bombs. 

Only machine guns and rifles 
were used in beating off the Jap- 
anese during the afternoon. 

The next attack, which Japa- 
nese hoped would end in clearing 
out all the Chinese from North 
Chapei, was to sweep the Chinese 
positions with machine guns and

OIL SnlP BLOWS UP 
INDELAWARE RIVER 


One Missing and Five In- 
ured’ When Blasts Wreck 
Tanker at Pier at Marcus

FIRE ON VESSEL : 
HINDERS RESCUE 


Skipper Knocked Off Deck 
by Explosion and Loses 
Life—His Wife Saved 
From Water. 


By the Associated Press, 

MARCUS HOOK, Pa, Feb, 4.— 
Seventeen men were killed one 
is missing and a woman and four 
men were injured today as a re- 
sult of four explosions which 
wrecked and set fire to the motor 
tank ship Bidwell. : 

The explosions occurred at a pier 


at the foot of Market street in the 
Delaware River here where the 
vessel, owned by the Sun Oil Co. 
and chartered to the Sinclair Oil 
Co., had removed a cargo of gaso- 
line yesterday. . 
Cause of Blast Sought. 

A statement issued by the Sun 
Oil Co. said the company had been 
unable to ascertain the cause of the 
explosion. The Bidwell had a crew 
of 37. Most of them were asleep and 
15 were cleaning a hold when the 
first blast occurred. The tanker 
came here Monday from Smith's 
Bluff, Tex.

R. Rivers, 33 years old, of Hollis, 
f.. I., master of the vessel: Edward 
Glelow, Michigan City, Ind.; Ed- 
ward Russell, New York: Leroy 
Hamilton, Marietta, Ga.; Stephen 
Marke, Philadelphia: Robert A. 
Nelson, Linwood, Pa.; Marion Sa- | 
raga, Linwood; Steve Gardner, 
Chester, Pa.; John Testich, Lin- 
woed; T. R. Dreshaver, Baltimore; 
W. L. Oliver, Charlotte, N. C.; 
Carle Milde, Hamburg, Germany: 
Grant Pierce, Elmira, N. Y.: Ed- 
ward Anderson, Plainfield, N. J.; 
A. A. McNab. New York, chief 
mate; H. Derndston, Wilmette, IIL, 
and Harry C. Ockerman, New 
York, second mate. 

The body of Capt. Rivers was 
found several hours after the ex- 
plosions in his state room. « 

Joseph Hough, 28, of San Fran- 
cisco, an engineer's helper, who had 
signed articles earlier in the day, 
telling of his experience, said: 

“I was sleeping aft with about 
16 others in the engineer's quar-~ 
ters. About 20 of the crew had 
quarters amidships. 

“The blast threw me out of the 
bunk and my head struck a bulk- 
head. I was unconscious for a few 
seconds, but when I regained my 
senses I scrambled for the deck. 
Several other men were going up 
the ladder and we were. knocked 
down by a second Diast. 

“A sheet of flame almost en- 
gulfed the tanker and I saw men 
fall down flaming hatches. Several 
of us got into a boat and tried to 
reach the men we could hear 
shouting from the holds. The fire 
was too much for us.” 

The firet explosion was believed 
to have been in the engime room. 
All members of the crew rushed on 
deck or to the rescue of those 
caught in the blast. The second 
explosion occurred 15 minutes later 
and the other two followed in 
rapid succession. So severe were 
the blasts that they were heard for 
miles around. 

Sheets of flames shot from dif- 
ferent parts of the ship and the 
fire could be seen fcr a great dis- 
tance. Fire companies were sum- 
moned from many of the towns 
along the Delaware River, but the 
work of rescue was hampered by 
the fire and the fear - more ex- 
plosions. 

Nearby ships sent their small 
boats to the rescue and picked up 
men who had jumped overboard. 

Woman Is Rescued. 

Mrs. Rivers rushed from the cap- 
tain's quarters at the first blast 
and was on the bridge when the 
second explosion let go. She was 


and saved from drowning by men 
in a smal! boat. 

The Bidwell soon was a mass of 
flames and no more rescue work 
could be attempted until the fire 
was placed under control. The 
blasts split the bow and sections of 
it were blown 560 feet away. Steel 
plates were ripped and some of 
them were found on the dock.

Ogden L. Mills Named to 
Succeed Him as Treasury 


Head—Prompt Approval 
by Senate Likely. 


THIRD CHANGE 
IN HOOVER CABINET 


President Says Appoint- 
ment to London Was 
Made Because of Critical 
World Situation. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Andrew 
W. Mellon last night accepted the 


post of United States Ambassad r 
to Great Britain. He will resign 
at once as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, an office he has held for 11 
years. 

Ogden L. Mills, Uisaneberetate 
of the Treasury, was named by 
President Hoover today to be Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. 

The announcement of Mills’ ap- 
pointment was made while he was 
in conference with President Hoo- 
ver. He has been one of the most 
constant White House callers dur- 
ing the shaping of the administra- 
tion’s reconstruction program. 

Melion’s acceptance of the diplo- 
matic post was announced by Pres- 
ident Hoover a few howtrs after it 
was learned that the place had 
been tendered to him, The tense 
cendition of international relations 
and the important economic prob- 
lems now facing the world, said the 
President, dictated the selection. 

The formal appointment is ex- 
pected to go to the Senate prompt- 
ly. Despite the presence in the 
Senate of many opponents of Mel- 
lon’s financial policies, confirma- 
tion without delay is predicted. 
Mills, for the last two years vir- 
tual director of most Treasury af- 
fairs, also seems sure of quick con- 
firmation. 

Mellon is 77 years old. He left 
a career of banking and industry 
in Pittsburg, Pa. to enter the 
Harding Cabinet in March, 1921. 
Through the years he has with- 
stood congressional efforts to oust 
him and a House committee now 
has under consideration an im- 
peachment proposal, based largely 
on his widespread business connec- 
tion. 

Directed Debt Negotiations. 

Mellon has insisted that the 
country’s budget be balanced. He 
directed the negotiations that led 
to thé funding of the war debts 
due to the United States. He ‘ts 
familiar with the debt and repara- 
tion questions, which now loom 
large in American foreign  rela- 
tions. Last summer his European 
vacation was interrupted so he 
could represent the Government in 
the conferences that led to the one- 
yea’ debt moratorium. 

Mills is 47 years old. He has 
shouldered the burden of Treasury 
work the last two years, going to 
Mellon for approval of policies he 
worked out. He has been long in 
public lite, beginning with the Ne; 
York Legislature, serving three 
years in Congress and making an 
unsuccessful race for the New York 
Governorship. 

Mills became Undersecretary in 
1927, resizmning from Congress to 
itake the post. He was one of the 
prime movers in fostering the Re- 
construction Credit Corporation. 

Hoover’s Statement. 

President Hoover, in announcing 
the appointment of Mellon, sald: 

“The critical situation facing all 
countries in their intcrnational re- 
lations, the manifold economic and 
other problems demanding wise so- 
lution in our national interests calls 
for experience and judgment of the 
highest order. The importance to 
our country of the sound determin- 
ation of these world-wide difficul- 
ties need no emphasis. 

“T have Wecided therefore to call 
upon one of our wisest and most 
experienced public servants to ac- 
cept.a position which will enable 
him after many years of distin- 
guished public service at home to 
render equal service to his country 
in the foreign field.

m. yesterday, she said, she saw 
them in an automobile driving past 
the McDonnell home. 

The McDonnell child, a public 
school kindergarten student, was 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas McDonneil. She was iast 
seen at 2 p. m. yesterday two 
blocks from her home, anda few 
hours jater the parents appealed to 
police, declaring they believed she 
had been kidnaped. 

The cellar is only 75 feet from 
the girl’s home.

found for the post. 

“As I left Mr. Harding,” the Sec- 
retary said, “I told him I had just 
one favor to ask—that he would 
find another man for the post.

The Secretary said he finally de- 
cided the position offered an op- 
portunity to break away from his 
business interests which would en- 
able him after four years in the

of the misunderstandings .and -to 


avoid the result of misinformation 
concerning the present conditions 
there. 

First and foremost, we have done 
nothing that was not justified by 
the strict need of protection for 
our Nationals from the persecu- 
tion of the Chinese soldiers and 
our actions have been peer de- 
fensive and passive. 

The trouble started Jan. 28, a 
Chinese force suddenly attacking 
us while we were, in pursuance of 
the previous agreement of the for- 
eign garrison commanders, pro- 
ceeding to the stations allotted to 
us to guard. There was no alter- 
native for us but to fire in return. 

It is not common sense to be- 
lieve that our handful of blue- 
jackets would assume an offensive 
against a force tenfold larger. 
When the conflict began, we had 
2000, against 30,000 Chinese. We 
had every disadvantage to suffer 
and nothing to gain by gtarting 
hostilities. .We took the final ac- 
tion only because we were driven 
to the last extremity by the be- 
havior of the Chinese soldiery, ° 
“Self-Defense, Pure and Simple.”’ 

That charge that Japan used 
the International Settlement as a 
basis for attack also is unfounded. 
Our force took up stations to pro- 
tect Japanese residents according 
to the previous agreement with 
the military authorities of the oth- 
er Powers and the Chinese hap- 
pened to launch their attack 
against this section. We were com- 
pelled to defend the point whither 
the attack was directed as an act 
of self-defense, pure and simple. 

Criticisms of the Japanese air 


bombing have been unnecessarily | 


overwhelming odds. Moreover, be- 
fore the beginning of the bombing. 
we scouted carefully, identifying 
the potnts where. the enemy was 
massing in close formation and 
then gave full warning, allowing 
ample time for them to heed. 

We dropped bombs on their ar- 
mored trains or points where they 
were operating artillery against us. 

All sorts of rumors afloat abroad 
are ¢alculated to breed ill-feeling 
against Japan. For example, there 
is talk of ‘increasing friction be- 
tween Japanese and American sail- 
ors, or of the Japanese navy’s lack 
of the co-operative spirit. 

Tried to Co-Operate. 

As far as we know there is abso- 
lutely no foundation for these 
stories. We honestly endeavored 
to co-operate with the foreign gar- 
risons, as far as the local circum- 
stances and the requirements of 
self-defense permitted. 

Our public in Japan also ought 
to dispel the notion that the Amer- 
icans and British are unfriendly to 
us. They were very active in their 
efforts to restore order and sta- 
bilize the situation. They have 
been offering their good offices to 
save Shanghai from curt warfare. 
They have never tried deliberately 
to interfere to our disadvantage. 

Such misunderstandings should 
be dispelled immediately. I hope 
the foreign public will make allow- 
ances for the fact that in inevi- 
table hurry and confusion such as 
that at Shanghai, sometimes re- 
ports are cabled which, although 
honestly meant, do grave injustice 
to one party.

The Panhandle pipe line companies 
yesterday agreed to submit data as 
to costs of construction and main- 
tenance of their pipe lines to City 
Attorneys and the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission in a convenient 
and understandable form.

PLAN TO CUT TY 
TAX RATES CENTS 


Would Reduce Special Li- 
brary, Museum and Zoo 
Levies From 8 Cents to 5 
Cents. 


A plan to reduce the city sinking 
fund tax rate by 2 cents on the 
$100 assessed valuation this year 
and @ proposal to ask the people to 
reduce the tax rates for the Public 
Library, City Art Museum and For- 
est Park Zoo from 8 cents in the 


aggregate to 6 cents, were an- 
nounced today by Comptroller 
Nolte, ; 

In announcing the reduction pro- 
posals Nolte said he was impressed 
with the need of reducing the tax 
burden on real estate, as advocated 
by the Real Estate Exchange and 
other interests, 

The proposal on the library, mu- 
seum and zoo taxes will be sub- 
mitted by Nolte to Bernard F. 
Dickmann, president of the Real 
Estate Exchange, which has under- 
taken a movement for tax reluc- 
tion. Nolte said he would sagp-;est 
that initiative ordinances for these 
reductions be laid before the voters 
at the August primary or the No- 
vember general election. 

The city’s tax rate for municipal 
purposes has ween at the constitu- 
tional limit of $1.35 for seyéen years. 
However, out of this rate has come 
the 8 cents for the library, museum 
and zoo, set apart from general city 


years ago. In addition, the city 
fixes a rate for the sinking fund 
each year sufficient to meet the 
needs. 

Nolte proposes to cut the library 
tax rate from 4 cents to 3 cents and 
the museum and zoo rates each 
from 2 cents to 1 cent. It would 
not be possible, he believes, to ac- 
complish this in time to be effec- 
tive on the tax bills payable next 
December, but it could be carried 
out in 1933, in case the people ap- 
proved. 

Has Opposed Special Taxes, 

In the past Nolte has advocated 
abolishing the special tax rates for 
| the three institutions, making them 
i subject to the general municipal 
| budget, but the scheme was dropped 
| because of general opposition. Now 
| Nolte feels that the natural in- 
|crease in assessed valuations has 
|enlarged the yield from the special 
| tax rates to exceed the needs of the 
‘institutions, justifying a reduction 
| of the rates.

|tax rate was $443,823, for the op- 
eration and maintenance of Central 
| Library and the various branch li- 
braries.

The reduction of 3 cents in the 
special tax rates, if effected, will 
not be utilized as a means of in- 
creasing the general municipal rate 
frota $1.27 to $1.30, Nolte declared. 

Rate Would Be 35 Cents. 

Recommendation will be made 
to the Boar dof Estimate and Ap- 
portionment that the sinking fund 
tax rate, which was 37 cents last 
year, be fixed at 35 cents this year, : 
Nolte announced. It is likely that 
the proposal will be approved, re- 
sulting in an estimated gross re- 
duction of $264,500 in tax Dills. 
The amount of public improvement 
bonds to be outstanding next April 
will be $65,389,000, compared with 
$67,359,000 last April. In the last 
year the city has realized $397,000 
in interest on ita sinking fund. 

The sinking fund tax rate for the 
public schools, which was 2 cents 
last year, will be fixed for this year 
by the Board of Education next 
June. It was learned today that 
a recommendation probably will be 
made to reduce this to 1 cent this 
year. The maximum permitted by 
law is 3 cents. The maximum tax 
rate for general school purposcs 
until 1934 is 85 cents, and it is im- 
probable the board will fix a lesser 
rate this year. 

The total tax rate in St. Louis 
last year was $2.71, consisting of 
$1.27 for general municipal pur- 
poses, 8 cents for the library, mu- 
seum and zoo, 37 cents for the city 
sinking fund, $5 cents for general 
school use, 2 cents for the school

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COAL MEN 
ASKED 10 AID IN 
ABATING SMOKE 


Citizens’ League Invites 
Them to a Meeting to 
Suggest Ways of Reduc- 
ing the Evil. 


A resolution ascribing the smoke 
evil‘in St. Louis almost entirely to 
use of soft coal and providing for 
a meeting to give opportunity for 
representatives of the soft coal in- 
dustry to outline what they pro- 
pose to do to rid the city of smoke 
was adopted yesterday at a lunch- 
eon meeting at Hotel Statler under 
auspices of Citizens’ Smoke Abate- 
ment League. About 200 persong 
attended. 

The resolution, giving the chair- 
man authority to arrange the meet- 
ing, to which city officials and 
representatives of civic organiza- 
tions would be invited, was passed 
after speakers described the effects 
of smoke on health, vegetation and 
property values. 

Coal Man’s View. 

P. H. Greenlaw, secretary of the 
Coal Institute, obtained the floor 
when the resolution was introduced 
and objected to blaming the soft 
coal industry for the smoke situa- 
tion. 

‘We should all be in favor of 
smoke reduction,” Greenlaw said, 
“but if you.would apply to improve- 
ment of burning plants the money 
you have spent and the free radio 
and newspaper publicity you have 
used trying to get rid of soft coal, 
you would stop the smoke and put 
people to work.” 

Gréenlaw objected to slides ex- 
hibited by Dr. Lee W. Dean of the 
Oscar Johnson Institute, showing 
nasal diseases caused partially by 
smoke, saying that “if smoke did 
it, you’d all be in the same fix.” 

Slides Show Effect of Smoke. 

Dr. George T. Moore, director of 
Shaw’s Garden, exhibited slides of 
trees and shrubs there illustrating 
the ill effects of poisonous gases in 
smoke. Dr. Dean dealt with the 
effect of smoke on human beings, 
pointing out it contributes to sinus 
disorders which often lead to other 
diseases. 

A study of 50 persons possessing 
normal noses conducted at the in- 
stitute last July, when smoke was 


at a minimum, and last month, 
when smoke was heavy, indicated 
but two were free from infectious 
organisms last month, Dr. Dean 
said, while there were virtually 
none in July. An experiment is 
under way there with monkeys, he 
said, some being kept in a room 
where the air has been purified 
and others in a room exposed to 
smoke. ' 

Harland Bartholomew, city plan- 
ning engineer, said smoke made 
the creation of proper city envir- 
onments impossible and lowered 
city property values because resi- 
dents moved to the suburbs. 

Blames Soft Coal. 

“The smoke evil in St. Louis,” 
Bartholomew said, “is due entirely 
to the fact we let soft coal into 
the city. The solution of the prob- 
lem rests with the soft coal indus- 
try. It is to its interest to offer 
a commodity in a form so that it is 
not injurious to the consumer. It is 
a scientific problem resting on the 
industry rather than on the munic- 
ipality. A change is inevitable in 
the process of turning coal into 
heat.” 

W. Frank Carter was chairman 
of the meeting. Mrs. Marion Clif- 
ford Blossom, vice president of the 
league, outlined its activities. The 
resolution calling for a meeting of 
representatives of the soft coal in- 
terests with civic leaders was pro- 
posed by W. McMillan Lewis.

Detailed reports show that the 
total production of bituminous 
coal, including lignite and coal 
coked at the mines, amgunted to 
6.887,000 tons during the week end- 
ed Jan. 16. 

Illinois mines produced 920,000 
tons of the total during the week 
ended Jan. 16.. This was a reduc- 
tion of 65,000 net tons as compared 
with the first full week in the year. 
West Virginia was the only mafor 
soft coal producing State in the 
country to show a decided gain for 
the week. 

Total production of bituminous 
coal during Decembér was 30,260,- 
000 net tons as against 30,110,000 
tons for November.

TUMULTY ASSAL 
DEMOCRATS WHO 
SIDESTEP LEAGUE 


Accuses Such Speakers of 
‘Running Away From the 
Peace Ideals of Woodrow 
Wilson.’ 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Joseph 


P. Tumulty, former secretary to 
Woodrow Wilson, issued a state- 
ment today assailing Democratic 
leaders whom he charged with run- 
ning away “from the peace ideals 
of Woodrow Wilson” and throwing 


“sticks and stones” at the League 
of Nations. 

He mentioned no names, but said 
the Democratic leadership of 1932 
*“‘must be made of finer stuff.” He 
declared some leaders had “sur- 
rendered the cause of peace to the 
mob.” 

Franklin D. Roosevelt and New- 
ton D. Baker, two men prom- 
inently spoken of for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination, have 
outlined their views. Baker said he 
favored the league but was opposed 
to making it an issue in 1932. 
Roosevelt said he had concluded 
the United States should not enter 
the League in its present form. 

“When the only agency for peace 


‘| now available is working to prevent 


a world catastrophe in the Orient,” 
Tumulty said, “it is a sad com- 
mentary upon American politics 
that some Democratic leaders, 
lured on by circumstances, find it 
expedient by an artful kind of indi- 
rection, to run away from. the 
peace ideals of Woodrow Wilson. 
Deems Attacks Inopportune. 

“As I consider the matter, I am 
picturing the plight and distress of 
these leaders should the League of 
Nations after all bring peace to the 
world. 

“Should that great thing happen, 
what a picture these leaders would 
present, standing in sackcloth and 
ashes before the shrine of Woodrow 
Wilson, saying, ‘You are again the 
captain of my soul,’

The trial of Roger B. Studebak- 
er, former cashier of the closed Tri- 
| City State Bank of, Madison, II1., 
and ~former village treasurer of 
Madison, who is accused of em- 
bezzling $19,975 of the bank's 
funds, continued today before Cir- 
cult Judge Brown at Edwardsville. 
Shortly after the proceedings 
opened Ben Welch, a special prose- 
cutor, began reading to the jury 
the wording of each of 247 war- 
rants of the city of Madison which 
the bank carried in its inventory as 
assets. It required two minutes to. 
|read each one. The defense ob- 
jected, but was overruled, and 
Welch turned to the next. He an- 
nounced he would read the entire 
247 which represent $19,975 of the 
assets listed in the inventory. 

W. A. Rodenberger of East St. 
Louis, State Bank Examiner, iden- 
tified his report and was turned 
over to the defense for cross-ex- 
amination. The first defense ques- 
fion was: “Isn't it a fact that when 
| you examined the bank’s books, you 


a 


found that they balanced?” An 
objection to this was ok and 
Rodenberger was excused. De- 
fense counsel asked him to remain 
near so that he might be called as 
a witness for the defense. 

Yesterday Miss Verna  Brock- 
man, former bookkeeper at the 
bank, testified that in 1928 at 
Studebaker's order, she neglected 
to cancel certain city warrants 
which the bank had. cashed, and 
that she later filed.them without 
canceling. On  cross-examination 
she said that 73 pages of the bank's 
records were missing. 

W. C. Schooley, former president 
of the bank, testified that the Bank. 
for five years, had carried city 
warrants as an accommodation. 

Before the trial began yesterday 
| Judge Brown overrruled a motion | 
| by the defense to have the indict-| 
/'ments against Studebaker dis- | 
| missed. Jan. 11, Circuit Judge} 
Miller upheld a defense motion | 
which alleged the presence of a 
stenographer in the room of ‘the /| 
|grand jury which returned the in- 
dictments, was illegal and inval- 
idated the indictments. 

The indictments were dismissed 
and new ones voted immediately. 
The defense attempted to have 
these thrown out by asserting 
Judge Millér acted contrary to law 
Jan. 11 when he removed Joseph H. 
Krill, former Madison County Cor- 
oner,. from the grand jury panel 
on the ground that he had seryed 
on at least one-third of the last 
17 Madison County grand juries.

| MEMPHIS, Mo.—Compzring an 
old invoice of a shipment of hogs 
which was made in 1905 with one 
made in 1931, William T. Baker, 
who has been shipping hogs from 
Scotland County for more than 30 
years, found that the expense of 
shipping now is more than twice 
as muchas it was in 1905, while 
the price is not much higher than 
it was in 1905. 

Baker shipped 18,570 pounds of 
hogs in 1905. The top price he re- 
ceived was $4.35 a hundred pounds.

SLIPPING, ENGINEER REPORTS 


Movement Blamed for Death 
Five Persons tre Collapse of 


Library.

VATICAN CITY, Feb. . 4.—The 
ancient papal palace, according to 
the former chief engineer of Pope 
Pius, is moving slowly westward 
under the impact of an earthslide 
in Vatican City. 

Federico Mannucci, who for 
many years was chief of the Vati- 
can’s technical and engineering 


jstaff, In a private. report to the 


Pope, blames this earth movement 
for the collapse of a part of the 
library last month with the loss of 
five lives. 

In the course of an investigation 
into the tragedy Mannucei told the 
Pope he was satisfied the earth un- 
der the greater part of the -palace 
was slipping with infinite slowness 
and carrying the structure with it. 

Fadio de Rossi, who succeeded 
Mannucci, has been suspended 
from his post, but no charge has 
been placed against him. His 
friends say the Pope was so im- 
pressed with the latest report that 
he declined to order the arrest of 
De Rossi, who, according to Vati- 
can law, would have been guilty of 
regligence until proved innocent. 

The papal palace was built 400 
years ago and houses valuable 
books, jewels and tapestries. It is 
nearly 1000 feet long and covers 
13 acres. The Pope lives in an ad- 
joining building built on solid rock 
and not affected by earth move- 
ment, 


{879,000,000,000 PLAN 
FOR RUSSIAN INDUSTRY 


Another Five-Year Program

were asked by Mr. Hoover to take 
up the work. The purpose is to 
get an estimated $1,300,000,000 
back into banks and investments. 
This amount, translated into terms 
of credit, grows five or 10 times, 
and credit, said the President, “is 
the blood-stream of our economic 


life.” 
“IT am convinced,” said Mr. 
Hoover, “that citizens hoarding 


currency or money do not realize 
its serious effect on our country. 
* * © Every one hoarding currency 
injures not only his own prospects 
and those of his family, but is act- 
ing contrary to the common good. 
It is to their own interest that they 
should return it to circulation, as 
well as a patriotic service to the 
country as a whole.” 

Mr. Hoover included in his invi- 
tation chambers of commerce, 
labor and agricultural associations, 
church and school groups, men’s 
and women’s civic service clubs, 
veterans and patriotic organizations 
as well as trade groups. 

He pointed out that in several 
communities anti-hoarding move- 
ments had been successful as s00n 
as citizens realized the effect upon 
their own town’s life. 

“If our people will give now the 
same service and the same confi- 
dence to our Government and our 
institutions,” said the President, 
“the same unity and solidarity of 
courageous action. which they gave 
during the great war, we can over- 
come this situation.” 

He was supported by a statement 
frém the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion directors, who called on every 
patriotic citizen to join in the 
movement.

AMERICAN LABOR FEDERATION 
OPPOSES WORLD CONFERENCE 


“Most Inopportune Time” ,to Hold 
Parley, It Replies to Invitation 
for Geneva Meeting.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—an in- 
vitation to participate in an inter- 
national economic conference at 
Geneva was declined yesterday by 
the American Federation of Labor. 

The invitation was extended by 
the International Federation of 
Trade Unions, with headquarters at 
Berlin. It contained an alternative 
proposal that if the American Fed- 
eration could not send a delegation 
to Europe, officers of the interna- 
tional organization would come to 
the United Sta‘:s for a conference.

Public Not to Hoard Money 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 
OLLOWING is the tezt of 
President Hoover's state- 
ment urging the public to cease 
hoarding money: 


The Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation under the leader- 
ship of Gen. Dawes, Chairman 
Meyer and its directors, is now 
initiating a definite oampaign 
for reconstruction and recovery. 

I am gratified that the very 
act of creating the corporation 
has already shown results in the 
dissipation of fear and the res- 
toration of public confidence, as 


. indicated by the fact that re- 


cently we have had on balance 


no increase in the hoarding of — 


currency in the country. 

There is now a patriotic op- 
portunity for our citizens unit- 
edly to join in this campaign 
against depression. Given such 
patriotic co-operation we can 
secure a definite'upward move- 
ment and increase in employ=> 
ment. 

That service is to secure the 
return of hoarded money back 
into the channels of industry. 
During the past year, and with 
an accelerated rate.during the 
last few months, a total of over 
a billion, three hundred mil- 
lions of money has been hoard- 
ed. That sum is still outstand- 
ing. 

Effect on Credit. 

I am convinced that citizens 
hoarding currency or money do 
not realize its serious effect on 
our country. It diminishes the 
credit facilities by many bil- 


lions. Every dollar hoarded 
means a destruction of from 
five to 10 dollars of erecdit. 


Credit is the blood stream of 
our economic life. 

Restriction or destruction of 
credit cripples the revival aiid 
expansion of agriculture, indus- 
try, commerce and employment. 
Every dollar returned from 
hoarding to circulation means 
putting men to work. It means 
help to agriculture and to busi- 
ness. 

Everyone hoarding currency 
injures not only his own pros- 
pects and those of his family. 
but is acting contrary to the 
common good. It is to their 
own interest that they should 
return it to circulation as well 
as a‘patriotic service to the 
country as a whole. 
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A prime need today is the ex- 
tension and liberalization of 
credit facilities to farmers and 
small business men. The credit 
institutions are greatly crippled 
in furnis®ring these needed cred- 
its, unless the hoarded money is 
returned. 

War Against Deprcasion. 

Therefore,| I urge all those 
persons to put their dollars to 
work—either by conservative in- 
vestment, or by deposit in sound 
institutions in order;that it.may 
thus return into the channels of 
economic life. 

During the great war our peo- 


ple gave their undivided ener- | 


gies to the national purpose. To- 
day we are engaged in a war 
against depression. If our peo- 
ple will givé how the same serv- 
ice and the same confidence to 
our Government and our insti- 
tutions, the same unity and 
solidarity of courageous action 
which they gave during the 
great war, we can overcome this 
situation. 

I therefore request our citi- 
zens to enlist with us in the 
fight we are making on their 
behalf. I call- upon our civic 
associations to org.unize in every 
state and town to make clear 
the prablem and to effect our 
purpose. That it can be done 
successfully and that our citi- 
zens will respond to this pa- 
triotic service and that hoarded 
money will be returned when 
they understand its effect upon 
their own town life has been 
demonstrated by such move- 
ments in several communitics 
already. 


In order that we may have 
definite organization for this 
service, I am today callin# upon 
the heads of the leading civil 
Organizatiors to meet with me 
on Saturday next for the crea- 
tion of a national organization 
to further this campaign. 

In the meantime, 
that the heads of such civic or- 
ganizations in each state and in 
each community organize with- 
out waiting for she national ac- 
tion.

GOV. ROOSEVELT AND THE LEAGUE. 

Following Newton D. Baker's disavowal of the 
League of Nations in the forthcoming presidential 
campaign, Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt has similarly 
disavowed it as a campaign issue. 

Indeed, Gov. Roosevelt has gone Mr. Baker one 
better by opposing any further concessions as to the 
war debts. That spasm of nationalism which is con- 
vulsing the whole world, and is just as pronounced 
with us as with any other people, has not escaped the 
sagacious political eye of the leading aspirant for the 
Democratic presidential nomination. He, too, is a 
politician, and the business of a politician is to play 
politics. Prodded by Hearst, who yields to no one in 
his dislike of all international co-operation, and fear- 
ful that Mr. Baker’s candidacy has been made more 
formidable by the Ohiean’s apostasy, Gov. Roosevelt 
has done what any practical politician would do, and 
also deserted the League. 

One wuuld imagine that the bitter fruits of that 
rule of every nation for itself which has brought the 
world to its present pass would at last induce human- 
kind to try something else.. It is attempting to try 
something else. TlLere assembled at Geneva on the 
second day of this month a conference of 60 nations 
seeking by co-operation to find a way out of the uni- 
versal misery resulting from exactly what is going 
on in China today. It is the greatest assemblage of 
its kind in history. It might very well, if it sticks 


to it, introduce an era of international co-operation 


as a substitute for the wars and hates that have 
all but made a hell out of what might be a happy 
and rational world. Yet here is the United States, 
the richest and most powerful of nations, the spokes- 
man, if she will be, for a better and saner scheme 
of life, defaulting in such an opportunity as no other 
nation has ever had! She is neither a member of the 
League nor the leader of its councils. Except for the 
grimmest necessity that something be done to disarm 
a bleeding world, she would not even be present in 
a consultative sense. 

One night this week James Hamilton Lewis, Demo 
cratic Senator from Ilinois, spoke on the radio. He 
was aflame with the spirit of war, as raving a na- 
tionalist as ever aroused a people to arms. He ad- 
vocated a bigger navy, defense against the rising 
power of Japan in the Pacific, and in the breast of 
every man, woman and child, the spirit of 1776. No 
man in the Senate knows history better than Senator 
Lewis. No one knows better than he does that it is 
precisely this war spirit, this inflammation of tribal 
feeling, that has made a welter of life in the world 
from the dawn of time. No one knows better than 
he does that with the deadly machinations of science 
humankind will destroy itself if it continues in the 
old and bloody p*th of the Book of Kings, the con- 
quests of Caesar, the bloody bombast of Bonaparte, 
and all those terrible orgies of blood-letting which 
reached their climax in the late World War. It is to 
dowbt the wisdom of men to hear such a man invite 
civélization to suicide. 

The action of Messrs.~Baker and Roosevelt is a 
disheartening spectacle, a reaffirmation of the cer- 
tainty that our two great political parties are with- 
out any other conviction than that they want to 
hold office. Gov. Roosevelt is, presumably, the lead- 
ing candidate for tue Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation; but since he is not bound anywhere, the 
party under his leadership could not get-.anywhere. 
Rs plight would be exactly that of the Republican 
party, which has drifted with the winds until it can 
never find its way back to any conviction. It has 
exploited the League of Nations issue, the prohibition 
issue, the prosperity myth, and other expediencies, 
until it is morally and politically bankrupt. The Dem- 
ocratic party might have been warned by this de 
bacle, but it seems not. ‘The Democratic candidates 
for the presidential nomination are just as willing to 
turn themselves inside out as all the Republican can- 


' didates are. 


It is impossible not to believe that the American 


choose otherwise to construe. This is no grammarti- 
an’s job that has been thrust upon Mr. Dawes; it’s a 
magician’s. And if he makes good at it, he will be 
hailed a miracle worker and crowned king and 
authorized to sprinkle negatives through the context 
with a lavish hand. We are watchfully waiting, not 
for what Dawes says, but for what Dawes does.

JUDGE MACKINTOSH’S NOMINATION. 

In nominating Kenneth Mackintosh to be a Judge 
of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals, Presi- 
dent Hoover has done a favor to an old Stanford 
classmate. But he has done a poor service to the 
Federal bench. It was Judge Mackintosh, then a Jus 
tice of the Washington State Supreme Court, who 
publicly applauded the mob which wrecked the I. W. 
W. hall in Centralia on Armistice day in 1919. On 
the heels of the riot, in which four men were shot to 
death and a fifth was lynched, he wrote: “I want to 
express my appreciation of the high character of citi- 
senship displayed by the people of Centralia. We 
are proud of the calm control and loyalty ‘  Amerti- 
can ideals demonstrated by the returned s: ‘Ts and 
citizens. I am proud to be an inhabitant of a State 
which contains a city with the record which has 
been made for Centralia by its law-abiding citizens.” 

It was Judge Mackintosh who, in 1925, handed 
down one of the most sweeping decisions ever made 
against organized labor. “This court,” he wrote in 
the case of Danz vs. American Federation of Musi- 
cians, “has declared all picketing unlawful,” announce 
ing that the term sometimes used of “peaceful pick- 
eting” is self-contradictory and meaningless, “that 
picketing, in and -of itself, is coercive and that that 
is its purpose and effect.” This decision is analyzed in 
detail in the article from the New Republic reprinted 
on this page.

from history. If ever an experience should 
have been conducive to presidential educa- 
tion, surely the rejection by the Senate of 
Judge Parker’s nomination to the Supreme 
Court was such.

This is precisely what happened in the 
case of Danz v. American Federation of 
Musicians, decided by the Supreme Court in 
Washington in 1925. in an opinion written 
by Judge Mackintosh. That case presented 
a typical industrial conflict between movie 
theaters and unions, in which the owners 
obtained an injunction whereby the unions 
were enjoined from all conduct except a 
very circumscribed opportunity for picket- 
ing. Specifically, the trial court permitted 
the unions to have observers stationed near 
theater entrances “for the purpose of ob- 
serving and reporting to their several union’ 
for discipline any members of any union with 
whom the defendants” were affiliated. and 
also permitted ome of these observers to 
wear a badge indicating the existence of a 
strike. But the observers, even the one with 
the badge, were forbidden to “address in- 
tending patrons.” 

Even this very restrained opportunity for 
unions to carry out the abstractly recog- 
nized rights to strike appeared excessive to 
the Supreme Ceurt of Washington, where 
the case went on appeal. Since our Circuit 
Courts of Appeal are now increasingly im- 
portant Federal appellate tribunals and in 
labor disputes are frequently the final court, 
Judge Mackintosh’s attitude becomes a 
matter of national concern.

This is what he said: 

“Courts have expressed varying views up- 
on the question of the legality of picketing, 
but the respendents in this action make no 
claim that picketing ts always allowable and 
admit in their reply brief to the brief of 
amicus curiae that picketing is unlawful 
when coercive, but that otherwise picketing 
is lawful.

In doing so, Judge Mackintosh went coun- 
ter to the well-known decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in Amer- 
ican Foundrie’ v. Tri-City Council. Theugh 
the Supreme Court decisions, in labor case, 
held union activities by a very tight rein, 
Judge Mackintosh found even the Supreme 
Court not sufficiently drastic. Of course. 
Supreme Court decisions cannot be whistled 
down the wind, even when they are not 
binding upon state court Judges. And so 
Judge Mackintosh proceeded to “distin- 
guish” thé American Feundries case by 
finding provision in the Clayton Act which 
did not have the analogues in Washington 
legislation. 


Unfortunately, the opinion of the Supreme 
Court as to peaceful picketing was not based 
upon any novelty intreduced inte Federal 
law by the Clayten Act. It rested upon the 
decencies of what lawyers call equity pro- 
cedure. In other words, the ruling of the 
Supreme Court of the United States was a 
doctrine of moderation in the use of the la- 
bor injunction and avoidance of wholly one- 
sided intervention by the law in an indus- 
trial controversy. The-opinion of the Su- 
preme Court leaves no doubt on that score. 
As if to emphasize its authority, Chief Jus- 
tice Taft was the court's spokesman: 

“It is clear that wished to for- 
bid the use by the Federal courts of their 
equity arm te prevent peaceable persuasion 
by employes, discharged or expectant, in 
promotion of their side of the dispute, and 
te secure them against judicial restraint in 
obtaining or communicating information in 
any. place where they might lawfully be. 
This intreduces no new principle into the 
equity jurisprudenée of those courts. It ts 
merely declaratory of what was the best 
practice always. Congress thought it wise 
to stabilize this rule of action and render 
it uniferm.”

Head of Texas Educators Warns, 
However, Against Loss of 
y the Associated Press. 
CANYON, Tex.—Dr. J. A. Hill, 


President of the Texas State Teach- 
ers’ Association, would advise 
school boards and the public gen- 


erally that now is the proper time 
“to weed out incompetent and un- 
trained” school teachers. He said 
there was danger, however, that 
the present crisis might react ad- 
versely, resulting in the elimina- 
tion of the best trained and most 
desirable teachers in the profession. 

“Salaries are being cut in many 
places, and still others are recom- 
mending salary cuts,” Dr. Hill said. 
“Such a movement is going to be 
disastrous. It seems that those 
best fitted to teach and those out- 
standing in the profession will de- 
sert our ranks and turn to more 
lucrative positions. 

“The Teachers’ Association and 
the State’s teachers colleges have 
been years in building up the pro- 
fession to its present standards, 
which still are too low. But if this 
false economy movement continues 
it will undo everything we have ac- 
complished in years of work.” 

Dr. Hill said the average annual 
salary for Texas teachers was 
$1051.54. 

“This is much too low,” he said.

training, and a large percentage of 
them are not even high school

CLERGYMEN THINK TEACHINGS 


OF CHURCH LACK INFLUENCE 


Pastors and Others Questioned 
About Religion’s Shaping of 
Conduct and Character. 

By the Associated Press, 

EVANSTON, IIL, Feb. 4.—A group 
of clergymen have expressed the 
opinion that the churchesof today 
are not teaching and preaching a 
religion that can effectively influ. 
ence conduct and character. 

This is announced by Dr. George | ® 
Betts, director of research in the 
school of education of Northwest- 
ern University, who asked 1000 
ministers, directors of religious 
education, members of church or- 
ganizations, professors in colleges 
and seminaries and laymen active 
in church work whether the church 
was presenting a religion that was 
influencing character and conduct. 

Three hundred replied. Only 
one out of every four answered in 
the affirmative. Nearly three- 
fourths qualified their replies or 
answered “No.” 

“These answers,” says Prof. 
Betts, “do not prove the efective- 
ness or ineffectiveness of preach- 
ing and teaching. Our point for 
the moment is the churchmen’s 
estimate of that effectiveness—the 
degrees of confidence they have in 
the church’s program. 

“What many will interpret as a 
hopeful sign is that the ministers 
are sharper in their criticism than 
most of the other groups, 45 per 
cent unqualifiedly denying the 
moral effectiveness of present-day 
preaching and teaching, and only 
laymen going beyond them. Sure- 
ly, insofar as these ministers are 
typical, the clergy cannot be ac- 
cused of overr-complacency.”

RABBIT MEAT COMPARES 
FAVORABLY IN FOOD VALUE 


WASHINGTON. — Recent tests 
made in the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture show that rab- 
bit meat compares favorably with 
other meats as a source of protein. 
The moisture and protein content 
of rabbit meat are relatively high 
and the fat content is rather low. 

In making the tests, department 
workers analyzed the flesh of four 
typical specimens of domestic rab- 
bits, which included representatives 
of the American White, Chinchilla 
and New Zealand breeds. The rab- 
bits varied in age from 10 weeks to 
18 months. The me&t was stripped 
from the bones of the carcass and 
the heart, liver and kidneys were 
removed. 

The moisture and protein content 
of the specimens averaged 66 per 
cent and 20 per cent, respectively, 
whereas the fat content was rather 
low, slightly less than 12 per cent.

The meeting was entirely friend- 
fy, it was understood, and Troyan- 
ovsky’s representations were 1p no 
way regarded as a protest. He 
acted, it was said, without specific 
instructions from Moscow.

“This is only a temporary meas- 
ure,” the statement said, “and it 
goes without saying that the Jap 
anese Army has’ not the slightest 
intention of infringing on the rights 
of the railway.”
